ODAY there is sweeping down the Manistique River in 
Michigan the last big drive of logs in the Great Lakes 
states. This marks the end of the se-called bonanza lumber- 
ing operations which brought great wealth to Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and Michigan. 

The stream is crammed from bank to bank with 2,500,- 
000 feet of pine, hemlock and hardwood, on its way to the 
big saw mills at Manistique. Thus passes the epic of big 
scale logging in the state of Michigan. 

The big pine forest are gone and only in the state 
forests and state preserves is found any stand of big pine 
or timber, which first drew settlers to that territory. 

The crews cut the logs for this big drive last fall in 
an area that had heretofore been shunned because of its 


isolation. It took the largest remaining stand of virgin 


pine in the state. The timber was hauled in early winter 
to the banks of the river and piled to await the big drive. 
The length of the drive is fifty miles.

HE Detroit News has had considerable to say regarding 

automobile tariffs recently and is quite concerned re- 

garding the attempt to remove the tariff. In an editorial 

under the heading: “Using Auto Tariffs to Play Politics,” 
the paper says: - 

To reduce or remove the ineffective 25 per cent. tariff on auto- 
mobiles because it need not be so high or ought to be eliminated, is 
one thing. To do either to offset increases of effective tariffs on 
other necessities of modern life, is another thing. This latter motive, 
now attributed in Washington to the high tariff Senators on the 
Senate Finance Committee, reveals a political animating purpose 
which cannot produce a just tariff law. 

Like the rates on everything else, the customs rates on automo- 
biles. trucks and buses present a single proposition. We hope they 
will be framed from the single standpoint and use the pecint to 
enforce the argument that other tariffs, now more vitally affecting 
living costs. should also be framed from one unmixed standpoint. 
The automobile rates well serve to show how different the tariff cases 
are and how politics jumbles and confuses consideration of them. 
Planning now for general political argument after the whole law is 
enacted—scheming future generalities as to how much it raises or 
lowers the entire fabric of rates—-is but one of the vitiating factors.

Last year there was 
a May gain over April of 19,329, or 
5.8 per cent., to which Ford and 
Chevrolet, then in a hard fight for 
the lead, contributed 5,396 and 3,327.

From time to time I have given 
figures in the body of the story that | 
showed percentage gains of other 


makes that suffered sadly by com- 
parison with the gross gain due to 
abnormally big Ford sales and in- 
creases. That automobile makers 
and merchants mav not be fooled 
by this year’s sensational gross 
gains I have compared in an ad- 
joining table gross sales with sales 
of other makes exclusive of Ford 
and also exclusive of Ford and 
Chevrolet combined. 

These two leaders, with aggregate 
new passenger car registrations of 
907,949 up to the end of May, ac- 
counted for 51.3 per cent. of all 
sales “to date.” Incidentally in the 
twelve months of 1928 the gross new 
passenger car gain over the previous 
year was 143 per cent. Exclusive 
of Ford, the increase of other makes 
was 15.4 per cent., and excluding 
both Ford and Chevrolet, 14.5 per 
cent. It will be remembered that 
in 1927 Chevrolet took the place of 
Ford as the big gainer, due to the 
latter being out of production dur- 
ing the last seven months of the 
year. 

Under present business conditions 
I assume that Automotive Daily 
News readers are much more in- 
terested in May and five months’ 
totals gains and losses than in price 
trend analysis. Acccrdingly, this 
month in an adjoining table I am 
supplanting the latter with compar- 
ative new passenger car registra- 
tion of forty makes.

HE sale of scrap of all kinds net- 

ted the Ford Motor Company 
$3.573,877.60 during 1928. That fig- 
ure represents only the scrap that 
was sold; vast quantities in addition 
were salvaged and converted back 
into use by the company. This kinc 
of saving, it is pointed out, is ont 
of the important reasons why the 
Ford automobile may be sold at its 
low price. 

Next to the sale of coke, the larg- 
est single item in revenue-producing 
by-products is scrap metal. Daily, 
an average of twenty-eight freight 
cars pull out of the paints loaded 
with metal shavings and trimmings 
—about 900 tons a day. 

Of that vast volume, fifteen car- 
loads, or about 500 tons, represent 
trimmings from machine shops. Ten 
cars, or more than 300 tons, are 
filled with trimmings from sheet 
metal stampings. And three cars, 
or 125 tons, are loaded with drop 
forge flashings obtained from the 
manufacture of such parts as the 
camshaft. ; 

The 500 tons of trimmings from 
the machine shops are sold to out- 
side mills for conversion into new 
steel. The rest of the metal scrap 
is of the type worked entirely in 
open hearth furnaces, and a consid- 
erable volume of such waste never 
leaves the Ford plant, being con- 
verted to further uses in its own 
open hearth furnaces. 

Some most unusual items find 
their way into the revenue-produc- 
ing scrap heap. There is a carload 
of blotting paper each week, which 


has served in the Triplex shatter- | 


proof glass department in the glass 


plant as a cushion for the glass, | 


but has lost none of its value as 
blotting paper. 

Silver is recovered from the salts 
used in the photographic depart- 
ment; diamonds are salvaged from 
the hard cutting tools. And not the 
least are the left-overs from the 
wool upholstery cloth department in 
the Lincoln plant. This waste is 
sold to an optical firm to be made 
into polishers for eye glasses.

| Metal Announced 


NEW tool of the tungsten-car- 

bide type will shortly be placed 
on the market under the name 
Haystellite, according to recent re- 
ports. 

This alloy was introduced a short 
time ago for use as a diamond sub- 
stitute on oil-well bits and for draw- 
ing dies, and has been successful 
for these applications. A modifica- 
tion of the original alloy has been 
found to be valuable as a cutting 
metal and laboratory and shop 
tests—the latter in a few of the 
largest production shops in the 
country—have been in progress for 
severai months. 

Most of the tungsten-carbide tools 
at present on the market are pre- 
pared by the sintering process. Hay- 
stellite is different from these in 
that it is a cast alloy. It is made 
by a special process and is said to 
be equal in cutting quality and more 
uniform than other tools of this 
type. 

As its name indicates, Haystellite 
is made and sold by the Haynes 
Stellite Company, but it is not stel- 
lite and differs radically from the 
latter in composition. The new 
product will have behind it the ex- 
perience and reputation of a com- 
pany that has specialized almost 
exclusively on metal cutting tools 
for many years. 

We are advised that the alloy, 
in so far as cutting tools is con- 
cerned, is in the final development 
stage, but the final tests and the 
|manufacture of an initial stock of 
| standard tools will be completed so 
|that tools may be placed on the 
market some time during the latter: 
part of this year. At the present 
time the manufacturer is not in a 
| position to furnish sample tools but 
expects to be able to do so in the 
| near future.

DEADWEIGHT OFF, 
SALES SHOW GAIN 


How Harrisburg Jobber 
And His Salesmen 
Put It Over 


OMEWHERE along about 

1924, Roy Schreiner 
woke up to the realization 
that the sales of his company, 
the General Auto Supply 
Company, Harrisburg, Pa., 
were costing much 
money. 

He decided it was 
something to curtail his overhead 
and as a starting point began to 
make an analysis of selling costs. 
The first thing that struck him was 
the fact that a comparatively few 
accounts were not only responsible 
for the greater part of the com- 
pany’s sales volume but were 
actually paying the loss on a large 
number of less satisfactory small ac- 
counts. At that time, when his men 
were calling on two thousand ac- 
counts, the company’s average sale 
was between $16 and $18 

The entire staff was called to a 
meeting and spent one whole day 
going over the ledgers and elim- 
inating, sorting and discarding ac- 
counts which the salesmen

were 
thenceforth to disregard. In this 
manner about 500 names were 


dropped. The now assured success 
of the present arrangement de- 
pended entirely on the selection of 
mames made that day. 

The 500 accounts dropped from 
the salesmen’s lists were not ignored 
entirely, for most of them owed the 
General Auto Parts Company 
money, and this money had to be 
collected. Furthermore, these small 
accounts, if cultivated on a cash 
basis could be made to pay a profit, 
and by holding them strictly to 
counter business they have paid a 
profit, although of course a few 
were completely lost. 

The company’s salesmen from 
then on, instead of making eighteen 
calls a day, made seven or eight, 
allowing considerable more time for 
each call. with the result that today 
these accounts show an average or- 
der of $45 instead of the $18 they 
used to show. This average is taken 
on ten salesmen and does not in- 
clude calls made, only actual orders 
taken. 

The smaller number of accounts 
allow more time for the intro- 
duction of new items, more time 
to help the retailer with his ac- 
counting, credit and merchandis- 
ing problems and gives the sales- 
men a greater opportunity to 
build good will for the housc. 

Prior to the reduction of ledger 
accounts. when Schreiner’s men 
were calling on fifteen or more cus- 
tomers every day, they were more or 
less “order takers” and could devote 
very little time to the dealers. 

Another part of Schreiner’s pro- 
gram was the development of his 
selling force. He found time to hold 
special garage clinics in order to 
educate his men in the use of 
equipment; he held general clinics 
and sales conferences, and at these 
meetings the men were equipped 
with sufficient ammunition not onlv 
to elaborate on the various pieces 
of equipment they were selling, but 
also to bring about a better under- 
standing between the general or- 
ganization and their customers. The 
men were capable of offering sug- 
gestions to their dealers on how to 
revamp the store, how to arrange 
stock, how to dress windows and 
how to.collect accounts. Special at- 
tention was given to ways and 
means of serving the retailer’s. cus- 
tomers in a more efficient manner. 
In this way the men established 
confidence in their accounts, there- 
by establishing confidence in the 
house they represented and showing 
that the General Auto Supply Com- 
pany could really help those who did 
business with it. 

To gain the point it was neces- 
sary thoroughly to school the en- 
tire organization in these matters, 
and now this jobber has gone 
further than that—he is holding 
meetings for the staff of each cus- 
tomer and training these retail men

to be better merchants. These meet- 
ings are now being held and have

These meetings are usually ar- 
ranged by the salesmen themselves 
with one of the wholesale execu- 
tives in attendance. L. V. Good, 
manager of the General 
company, has aecomplished a 
great deal in handling these in- 
dividual meetings and the com- 
pany expects to continue them as 
long as results are satisfactory. 

Mr. Schreiner, in discussing 
arrangements, said:— 

“The jobber’s salesmen are 
backbone of his organization, and 
these ambassadors of advice and 
information are not generally given 
full credit for the important part 
they play in the industry. This 
jobbing business, so much discussed 
at this time, is not “on the rocks,” 
but in better condition for the fu- 
ture than ever before, and steadily 
getting better.”
